WHAT TO DO WITH THE MONEY.

•f N>w Zealand, call It, or ITpiall* Tl- 
rwceM, u naturalist* term It, I* found 
In New Zealand aud IB a vegetable ca- 
terpillar of from three to four Indies in 
length, and so far science Ims not been 
able to say whether It Is a vegetable or 
an Insect. It la always found at tbe 
foot of large myrtle trees that have 
beautiful red flowers on their stems 
and a beautiful creeping clematis as 
white a* the snow. Tlie Maoris call 
this tree by the name of rata. The 
aweto buries itself among the roota of 
tbe rata u few Inches below th<> ground 
and there lives uuiil It is full grown, 
wbwi it undergoes a most wonderful 
change. The spore of a vegetable fuu- 
fut, termed by naturalists Kophoerla 
robertsii, fastens itself to He neck of 
tne caterpillar just between the head 
and the first ring and then grows up- 
ward to the height of from sli to eight 
Inches. Jinny people assert that there 
U never more than one stem, but such 
1* not the case, for some have been 
found with two stems, although very 
rarely. 


The stem shoots up out of tbe ground 


above where the caterpillar Is living 
about two or three Inches. Below tbe 
earth it grows into the aweto until it 
fills up every possible space within the 
outer skin without changing the form 
of the insect in the slightest way what- 
soever, but simply substituting a vege- 
table matter for animal mutter. As 
soon as this takes place both tbe plant 
and caterpillar become dry and hard 
and die, but retain exactly the tame 
form as when alive. Tlie whole haa a 
brown color, and tlie insect appear* a 
woodep caterpillar with a huge horn 
standing up from the back of Its neck. 
How the caterpillar manages to propa- 
gate Its species no one cau tell. Usual- 
ly the caterpillar becomes a chrysalis, 
the chrysalis changes into a moth, the 
moth lays eggs, and these eggs again 
become caterpillars, aud so on without 
stopping. Many reasons are given why 
the plant shoots up from the back of 
the neck of tbe aweto. One Is that the 
aweto hag a slimy substance oozing out 
from its neck, which while the aweto Is 
boring at the foot of the rata tree for 
Its only food catches the seeds of the 
fungus and holds it fast there till the 
latter begins to grow. When It has 
Bucked all the vegetable life out of the 
awto it must naturally die, for It find* 
no further nourishment. Tbe aweto Is 
often found in large numbers.

"Not 10 many years ago It wat quite

Yet, when occasion arose, larger stones 
than wy of these were quarried hi 
Maine, and some of the larger mono- 
liths themselves were transported not 
only to sen, but across It uml erected In 
Knyliiiul, France and America. 


"There are individuals today who 


might if they chose cause the transpor- 
tation to and erection In this country 
of the largest pyramids or build new 
ones ten times larger aud more dur- 
able. Pyramids are not bemg general- 
ly built nowadays because they are not 
in line with tbe trend of modem ambi- 
tion, that's all.

Now It may se*m Ilka iiupertlneue* 


for an outsider to criticise tb* aclkiu of 
such a tody of men wbo uuquexttoua- 
bly know bow lo run Ibeir own par- 
ticular trad*, because tbey have made 
a success of It aud ar* all of them pros- 
perous eitlaeut. But their two resolu- 
tious were a fair sample of tbe action 
of Ibetrad* conventions which more 
aud more make tb* capital city a meet- 
lug place. Tb* railroad rale resolution, 
of the manufacturer* was punned ouly 
«fter<a severe Hght. It came near not 
being passed at all. Reduced to Its 
real meaning, It was simply au asser- 
IHJU tbat there ougbt to be something 
done iu tbe rate line aud tbat lacking 
any better Information, tbe association 
thought U wisest to endorse the Presi- 
dent and let it go at* that. Now, of 
course, the President and tbe attorney 
general have given their best thought 
:o the matter aud their conclusions BO 
'ar as they have reached concrete form 
are probably wise. But there was a 
large body of representative men who 
have to deal continually wilb tbe rate 
question, and there was not a single 
suggeutliiu from any of them as to the 
practical points that such legislation 
ingbt to cover, nothing to indicate how 
they were affected or why any reforms 
were necessary or desirable. It was a 
KHly that apparently could have given 
he administration valuable advice of 
what Is confessedly a knotty problem, 
jut no. The resolution was as blank 
of practical suggestion as au iceberg is 
of herbage. 


Tbe two resolutions ou tbe extension 


of American trade were equal! v cbild- 
nh. Tbey simply stated that it was de- 
sirable tbat tbe consular service should 
be reorganized ou business Hues with a 
'lew to extending the foreign markets 
'f the United Btates. Now Secretary 
toot has gone into the State Depart- 
ment with tbe avowed wish to reorgau- 
ze tbe consular service and he has the 
endorsement of Secretary Taft, just 
el u rued from au extensive trip through 
he Orient, Ibat such reorganization is 
desirable. But the very men who 
ought lo h.ive bad ideas as lo foreign 
ride aud wbote suggestions would 
lave been most thankfully received |U 
he State Department at this juncture, 
pasted up tbe whole matttr with the 
badly overworked phrase of ''reorgan- 
ization on business lines" which no 
man has yet been.able to fathom the 
meaning of. There was not a single 
concrete suggestion lu the resolution 
and there was no attempt to appoint a 
committee to get into touch with the 
State Department aud offer advice on 
what is one of the most important topics 
of the day. Decidedly the two conven- 
tions missed a very brilliant opportun- 
ity.The rumor Is afloat that Japan and 
the Uuiied Slates are to excnauge 
compliments by raising their diplo- 
matic representatives.at 'Washington 
aud Tokyo to the rank of ambassadors. 
Assistant Secretary Bacon uf the State 
Depaituient says that nothing has been 
done In the matter.so far. But Wash- 
ington is becoming more aud more a 
flrst class diplomatic post aud there are 
now as many ambassadors lu tbe diplo- 
matic list as there are ministers. In 
fact ail of the first class powers uow 
have amfaa»sadoi!i m the United Btates 
aud it is the custom sanctioned by law 
that when any foreign power wishes to 
raise its diplomatic representative iu 
Washington to the ranks of an auibawa- 
dor that the United States will do tbe 
same with Its representative abroad. 
Now that Japan has stepped into the 
family of nations as a Hist class power, 
it is ouly natural that she should no 
longer be satisfied with a minister iu 
Washington. This government la uot 
yearning for the additional expense tbat 
au ambassador at Tokyo would entail, 
but if Japan wishes to do us that, com- 
pliment it la more than probable that 
her wishes will be met aud tbat Mr. 
Griscom will be given a step iu rank.

19. warm wave 14 to 18, cool wave 
17 to 21. 
Next disturbance will reach 


Pacific coast about Nov. 19, cross west 
of Rockies by close of 20, great central 
valleys 21 to 23, eastern slates 24. Warm 
wave will cross west of Kockies about 
Nov. 19, great central valleys 21, eastern 
states 23. Cool wave will cross west of 
Rockies about Nov. 22, great central 
valleys 24, eastern states 20. 


This disturbance will come with a 


general average of moderate tempera- 
tures. A very considerable warm wave 
will Inaugurate the disturbance as it 
pastes eastward aud then a great fall iu 
temperatures that will cause the last 
week in November to he unusually cold 
with snow storms in latitudes where 
these sometimes occur. 


An astronomical event of unusual In- 


terest will occur Nov. 23, when the 
earth will-pass between Jupiter and the 
sun, the former passing about one de- 
gree north of a straight line drawu 
from tbe sun to Jupiter. I expect this 
to cause au electric shock to the earth 
that will affect telegraphic and tele- 
phonic communications on this conti- 
nent, but I am not now prepared to 
locate these electric disturbances. Two 
dates of electrical contact should be 
noted, Nov. 22 and 26, and then watch 
the weather effects during the follow- 
ing three or four days. 


I expect December to come In unusu- 


ally cold on meridian 90, a little earlier 
went, a little later east of that line. 
Following Nov. 18 the atmosphere will 
be recovering from the cold wave and a 
few dayi of Indian Bummer, frotty 
luornlugi aud warm during mid-day 
hours, may be expected.

and that Mr. Koosevelt thought It a 
good opportunity with a delegation 
containing so rnuny Massachusetts 
men, and headed by tbe Democratic 
governor.

He has a bunch 
of hogs or fat steers, or a tub of but- 
ter or a case of eggs. There are plenty 
of people, uouproduceni, In the cities 
who want these thing*, but tbe farmer 
cannot bold, prepare for market and 
distribute the» commodities' to the 
consumer. Then must be slaughter 
houses and cold storage plants to do 
an Important work before the consum- 
er can eat his steak, chops and eggs 
and butter. 
This middleman some- 


times makes more than the producer 
hi his handling and distribution of such 
things, and then sometimes he loses a 
lot .of money, for he has to take all 
sorts of chances on fluctuating mar- 
kets. However, this middleman IB a 
pretty sharp trader, has to be in order 
to live, and It Is alwaya well to keep 
* close watch on him hi order to pre- 
vent him from getting more than hia 
fan- share. Those In the commission 
line very frequently appeal to the ava- 
ricious side of the producer and will 
offer far more than produce Is worth 
In order to get possession of it, only 
to turn up missing when time for set- 
tlement comes. There are plenty of 
honest commission men, and it never 
pays to do buslneu with any others.

ture the suggestion tbat she was slater 
of Johu Briggsof Portsmouth, R. I. (If 
of either) because: when Tbomaa Cor- 
nell left Boston, I&SO-1640, he appa- 
rently went to Portsmouth, as he was 
a Freeman there 1641; there was at 
tbat time a Jobu Briggs at Lynn, also 
one at Portsmouth. 
If Rebecca was of 


Briggu family, the going to Portsmouth 
inclines me to place relationship, if 
any, with tbat Jobu. Tbe John Briggs 
of South Kingstown was not there until 
several years later, and he was proba- 
bly boru 10S5-1640, while John of Lynn 
was b. 1615, and Jobn of Portsmouth. 
1(109. 
. Thomas Cornell was probably born 
as early as 1600, aud Rebecca about the 
same time. If Rebecca was sister of 
Jobn of Houlb Kiiigetowu, why didn't 
he go to Portsmouth. He was no doubt 
of another family, surely of another 
generation. As Thomas Cornell, Jr., 
was married 1642, be was probably born 
1622. Other things might be found lo 
Incline Rebecca as being tbe slsier of 
Johu of Portsmouth. As Ibis is the 
llrst time I have seen maiden name 
given to Rebecca, wife of Thomas Cor- 
nell, I would like tuiihorily for pulling 
her as Rebecca Briggs. In Austin's 
Genealogical Dictionary, I find tbat 
John Briggs lestiliedas to a vision, and 
she replied "I am your sieter Cornell," 
etc. This looks particularly confirma- 
tory.—J. H. C.
